Tub railroad proposition to be voted 
on in this city next Saturday is simply 
this: The guarantors want a subscrip- 
tion of $60,000 voted, payable in one, two 
and three years. " Certificates of indebt- 
ness" are then to be issued by the city 
to certain citizens representing the guar- 
antors. These certificates are to be used 
as cash, with which the rights of way can 
be procured. Upon the completion of 
the road, the subscription from the 
county and other sources is to be used in 
cancelling and redeeming these certifi- 
cates of indebtness. If the right of way 
costs no more than the first estimate, all 
the certificates will be redeemed, and the 
the city will be out nothing. But if the 
rights should cost say $10,000 more than 
the estimate, then that amount would be 
added to the city's indebtness. 



Tbe Railroad — What Shall be Donet 

The people of Maysville are widely 
known for their intelligence, liberality 
and enterprise ; from the earliest times 
they have been remarkable for their en- 
ergy, sagacity and public spirit ; they 
have always responded to the demand for 
public improvements, and to every prop- 
osition that has promised a great public 
benefit they have given a hearty and un- 
grudging support. They are now called 
upon to repair the errors of their County 
Court, ami to mve for tha city the IMOiaWji 
' lion of fifty thmuand dollar* which was re- 
cently voted by the county. In deciding 
upon the proper course, therefore, there 
are but few points to be considered : 

1. Before the railroad can be built, 
money must be furnished to secure the 
rights of way ; and, as delay is dange 
and expensive, tha money must be fur- 
nished at once. No money, no rights of 
way ; no rights of way, no road. 

2. As the community cannot derive any 
benefit from the county subscription un- 
til the road it tompUte, it is very wisely 
proposed that the city make the county 
mjbteription good by advancing a sufficient 
sum to secure tbe rights of way at once, 
and imure the completion of the road within 
eight months or a year. 

3. Sixty thousand dollars will cover this 
demand, and at the same time meet any 
possible or anticipated deficiency that 
may occur. When the road shall be 
completed, the county subscription will 
be due, and tbe city will be repaid. In the 
meantime, the rate of taxation will not 
be increased one cent
